yeari. lie thinks our resources ought to be 
husbanded, and no appropriations made for 
objects which may be postponed lo a future pe- 
riod. 


Thc TARIFF question is next adverted to, 


thc President re-afKrrning his hostility to all du- 
ties imposed with a view to protection, and es- 
pecially to the protective features of the Tariff 
of 1842, by which the mass of the community 
were compelled lo "contribute from their sub- 
stance to the overgrown wealth of the compar- 
atively few who hud invested their capital in 
manufactures." 
Such a system is pronounced 


"unequal and unjust," and the country h con- 
gratulated on the substitution of a system more 
liberal in its features, 
The Tariff of 1846 is 


eulogized, and any modification of it, except in 
imposing duties on some articles now admitted 
duty free, deprecated in thc following words: 


"In my annual message of December last, a 


tariff" of revenue duties based upon the principles 
of the existing law was recommended, and I 
have seen no reason to change the opinions then 
expressed. 
In view of the probable beneficial 


e/lects of that law, 1 recommend that the policy 
established by it be maintained. 
It hasbutjust 


commence1! lo operalc, and to abandon or mod- 
ify it without giving it a fair trial, would be in- 
expedient and unwise. 
Should defects in any 


of its details be ascertained by actual experience 
to exist, thc-f.e may be hereafter- corrected ; but 
until such defects shall become manifest, the 
act should he fairly tested. 


it is submitted for your consideration whether 


it rnay riol be proper as a war measure, to im- 
pose revenue duties on some of the articles now 
embraced in the free list. 
Should it be deemed 


proper to impose Mich duties, with a view to 
laisc icvcnuu to meet the expenses of the War 
with Mexico, or to avoid to that extent the cre- 
ation of a public debt, thoy rnay be repealed 
when the emergency which gave rise to them 
shall cease to i*xibt, and constilute no part of the 
permanent policy of the country." 


In consequence of difficulties experienced in 


carrying out the provisions of lhe Subtreasury ,. 
Bill, certain modifications,proposed by the Sec- 
relary of the Treasury, are recommended to the 
favorable regard of Congress. 


The establishment of a Branch Mint at New 


York is recommended, in consequence of the 
large demand for specie in paying the revenue 
duties at lhat port. 


Thc 1'iesident recommends the graduation 


and reduction of price of the public lands that 
have been for a long time in the market, and 
remain unsold ; and alxo that the mineral lands 
of the U. Slates should be brought into the mar- 
kel and sold. 


'J'he establishment of a Territorial Govern- 


ment and lhe extension of the laws of the United 
States over Oregon Territory, is recommended ; 
as ali-o thc granting of pre-emption rights to 
those who may settle within ils limits.
